West Diplomats Try To Fathom 


Reason For Sov iet Policy Shift 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. UP — 
Western diplomats arc trying to 
fathom the motiv e beneath Rus­ 
sia’s apparent softening on issues 
that hav e deadlocked U. N. coun­ 
cils for years. 
These 
diplomats, 
who 
hav e 
learned from experience that the 
Kremlin rarely giv es ground on 
one point without trying to regain 
it on another, are lending a wary 
ear to conciliation statements by 
Chief Sov iet Delegate Andrei Vish- 
insky and his aides. 
These ov ertures — which point­ 
edly txcludo the United States — 
appear aimed at splitting America 
from her allies and winning friends 
for Russia. 
With the current assembly ses­ 
sion still in the opening stage, the 
Sov iets already hav e made co-oper­ 
ativ e gestures on disarmament, 


Trieste and other issues on which 
they had long been adamant. 
First sign of a shift in Sov iet 
tactics came two weeks ago when 
Vishinskv offered a disarmament 
plan based largely on the British- 
French proposals which the Rus­ 
sians had bitterly rejected only 
four months earlier. 
Pressed by Britain and France 
for concrete ev idence as to just 
how iar Russia was willing to go 
in agreement with the West, Vish- 
insky offered in general terms to: 
1. Withdraw Russia’s long-stand­ 
ing demand for an immediate ban 
on atomic weapons and agree to 
start instead with step-by-step re­ 
duction of conv entional arms.

to replace a self-confessed phony 
war hero on the 1st District con­ 
gressional ballot.

ment of their choice for 25 minutes 
while top party officials pleaded 
with him to accept the nomina­ 
tion. 
Their action followed unanimous 
acceptance of the withdrawal of 
Rep. Douglas R. Stringfellow (R- 
Utah) from the race. 
Selected to run was 62-year-old 
Dr. Henry Aldous Dixon, president 
of Utah State Agricultural College 
in Logan, and considered to be 
the only strong GOP possibility in 
the populous, northern Utah areas 
of the district. The first includes all 
of Utah except Salt Lake City and 
its surrounding metropolitan area. 
Republican State Chairman Oral 
J . Wilkinson called the 18-mem­ 
ber committee into session after 
Stringfellow 
admitted 
his 
fraud 
and said h<? would leav e his po­ 
litical future to his party’s lead­ 
ers. 
He went a little further Monday 
howev er, submitted his formal res­ 
ignation 
as 
a 
candidate 
from 
Utah’s 1st Congressional District, 
and urged that it be accepted.

To Reply To Charges. 


FTC INQUIRY 
BARES COMPLAINTS 


WASHINGTON UP — The Federal 
Trade Commission today accused 
17 companies in the health, hospi­ 
tal and accident insurance busi­ 
ness of “ false and misleading ad­ 
v ertising.” 
Together, the 17 firms — in­ 
cluding the four largest in the 
field — represent annual premium 
payments of more than 300 million 
dollars, or about one-third the total 
health and accident policies writ­ 
ten on indiv iduals in the country. 
Among those named in the FTC 
complaints — which grew out of 
a 10-month nationwide inv estiga­ 
tion — were the Bankers Life and 
Casualty Co. of Chicago (the White 
Cross), Mutual Benefit Health and 
Accident Assn. of Omaha (Mutual 
of Omaha), Reserv e Life Insur­ 
ance Co. of Dallas,, and United 
Insurance Co. of Chicago. 
Each firm 
was 
charged 
with 
from three to fiv e allegedly de­ 
ceptiv e practices. Each was al­ 
lowed 20 days to file replies. In­ 
div idual hearings are to be held 
in December. 
If, after these hearings, the FTC 
finds there is basis for the charges 
it may issue orders forbidding 
these practices in the future. 
FTC Chairman Edward F. How- 
rey said the action is aimed at 
false 
or 
deceptiv e 
adv ertising 
claims concerning the extent of 
insurance protection and benefits 
payable. 
Howry said in a statement this 
first broad inquiry of its kind grew 
out of “ a flood of letters” sent 
by policy holders w ho he said com­ 
plained 
the 
insurance 
cov erage 
they receiv ed was not the same 
as adv ertised. 
Howrey told a news conference 
that FTC has studied the adv er­ 
tising of nearly 9 00 other com­ 
panies, has found “ hundreds” of 
similar practices and will file ad­ 
ditional complaints. 
The misleading adv ertisements, 
he reported, were placed in all 
media — newspapers, magazines, 
radio, telev ision and direct mail. 
The 
FTC complaints 
attacked 
the following alleged misrepresen­ 
tations: 
1. Policy termination. A typical 
adv ertising claim, it was charged, 
talks about “ no automatic termi­ 
nation age . . . you and your family 
are cov ered from 1 to 75.” Ac­ 
tually, FTC said, most policies are 
renewable only at option of the 
company and can be canceled at 
the end of any term for any rea­ 
son. 
2. Extent of cov erage. FTC said 
that, whereas benefits are adv er­ 
tised “ for each sickness or acci 
dent,” many policies pay nothing 
for losses due to nerv ous disor­ 
ders, v enereal disease, childbirth, 
dental operations and so on. 
3. Maximum dollar limits. Ad­ 
v ertising claims of “ up to $525 for 
each surgical operation” are de­ 
ceptiv e in many cases, said FTC, 
because the full amount is payable 
for only one or two relativ ely rare 
operations. 
4. Starting time of cov erage. A1 
though some companies represent 
insurance as being effectiv e when 
issued, 
FTC said, cov erage for 
many sicknesses is delayed until 
the policy has been in effect for 
a time — such as six months for 
tuberculosis or heart disease. 
5. Heaith status of the insured.

And, fo llo wing well-established 
practice, he’s keeping his tho u g hts o n this qu estio n 
v ery mu ch to him self 
So any fo recast that is m o re than idle cry stal 
g azing m u st be based o n (1) what the President’s 
attitu de seem s to be. as well as newsmen co v ering 
his activ ities can determ ine it, and (2) w hat the 
peo ple aro u nd him think he will do . 
It is fro m these so u rces that this repo rter, who 
so m etim es co v ers the White Ho u se, has fo rm ed the 
im pressio n Eisenho w er will no t ru n ag ain—alway s 
barring so me u nfo rseen facto r. 
Jam es B. Resto n wro te in the New Yo rk Times 
recently that in his o pinio n it is do u btfu l the P resi­ 
dent will ag ree to ru n. Resto n qu o ted an u nnam ed 
clo se asso ciate o f the President’s as telling him : 
“ The o ne thing that really m akes his ey es lig ht u p 
is talk o f his farm in G etty sbu rg .“

There is fairly g eneral ag reem ent amo ng tho se in 
daily co ntact with the President that, if his perso nal 
wishes were all that co u nted, he’d be delig hted to 
say farew ell to the White Ho u se in Janu ary 1957. 
Bu t it’s taken fo r g ranted there will be trem endo u s 
pressu re fro m the Repu blicans to persu ade Eisen­ 
ho wer, their first su ccessfu l candidate fo r the presi­ 
dency since 1928 , to ru n ag ain. And there are m any 
who feel this pressu re, which wo u ld inclu de appeals 
to patrio tism and du ty , wo u ld be to o stro ng to resist.
